■ YOU have a love of travelling, which was you 
favourite place to visit and why? 

I loved them all in different ways as they all had a new 
perspective on life to offer. Perhaps I would choose Mex¬ 
ico for the relaxed and happy people that they are, the 
bright colours everywhere, and the fact that Mexican’s 
speak a lot slower and clearer than the Spanish. One of 
my favourite memories is sitting on the pacific coast¬ 
watching whales swim on by. 

■ HAVING lived and taught in Japan, in which ways 
are Japanese students different from English ones? 

Japanese people are a lot shyer. They can read and write 
English perfectly but find it hard to have the confidence 
to string a sentence together. Having said that, their Eng¬ 
lish counterparts can be hesitant sometimes too. It’s im¬ 
portant to feel relaxed and comfortable in order to let 
yourself open up, the glass of Rioja served in my evening 
Spanish classes certainly helps! After the coffee and 
patisseries served half way through the daytime classes, 
it’s obvious that the students become a lot more livelier 
and engaged.

I 
remember asking a friend to take a picture of my limbs 
before I went in case they didn’t come back. I’m happy 
to say that they did.

My parents retired down here and travelling along the 
coast road to visit them at the end of a balmy summer 
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evening, sold me. How could I resist? Having travelled 
for many years, I can say that Dorset’s landscape is up 
there with the best. 

■ AS a linguist and teacher, what benefits can some¬ 
one gain from learning a new language? 

Aside from the obvious benefits, learning a language has 
been proven to have many benefits that are great for all 
ages but particularly for those of a certain age, and that is 
keeping memory loss at bay. 

■ WHAT was the last song you heard, book you read 
and television programme you watched? 

The last song was probably by Biffy Clyro as my husband 
recently made a compilation CD for our five-year-old’s 
birthday, he likes to play it really loud in the house. The 
last book was “Like Water for Chocolate” a present from 
my good friend Phillie and the last television programme 
was probably something with the dulcet tones of David 
Attenbourgh - the man is a legend. 

■ WHICH three people from throughout history 
would you invite to a dinner party? 

David Attenbourgh, a gentle and wise teacher. He’d keep 
you fascinated all night. Frida Khalo the Mexican artist 
who had a difficult life, yet, her determination to over¬ 
come her challenges is inspiring. She mixed with an 
eclectic crowd who had some strong political and creative 
ideas, no sitting on the fence for her. And to round off 
maybe a few tunes with Nina Simone. 

■ AS a mother of two young children who enjoy the 
outdoors, where would you recommend around 
Bridport to take a family walk? 

We love Eype Beach for making mudslides and Waytown 
for a forest stomp. We are always looking for new forest 
adventures.

Paramedic before tribunal 

A WEYMOUTH woman and the life of her unborn 
child were allegedly put at risk by an ambulance para¬ 
medic, a tribunal has heard. 

Midwife Shirley Pike dialled 999 for an ambulance 
when her patient encountered problems during a 
home birth in the town in May of last year. 

Ambulance paramedic, Ian Radford, and an un¬ 
named technician answered the call, but Mr Radford 
allegedly refused to attend the woman or convey her 
to hospital because he had been working for more 
than seven hours without a break. 

The Health Professions Council tribunal heard that 
a second ambulance arrived 11 minutes later and took 
the woman to hospital where she gave birth to a 
healthy baby. 

Mr Radford denies the charges, which include mis¬ 
conduct and being unfit to practise as a paramedic. 

His barrister Roderick Moore said: "There was no ev¬ 
idence that Mr Radford was ever asked to assess the 
patient. 

Mr Radford, who was sacked in July last year follow¬ 
ing an internal investigation, faces being struck off if 
the charges are proven. A ruling is expected in No¬ 
vember.

Weymouth and Portland area. 

“This led to us being offered an opportunity to apply 
for leadership hub status which we did and inspectors 
then put us through an intense two-day check which we 
passed with flying colours.”

Weymouth youth attacked for £150 


A 16-year-old Weymouth youth was attacked and had 
his money stolen after being followed by three men. 
Police in Weymouth are appealing for witnesses and 
anyone with information to come forward after the rob¬ 
bery in the Wyke Regis area of the town which left the 
teenage boy with injuries. 

The incident happened in Verne Road, near to The 
Bath Store, between 12am and 12.30am on Saturday, 
August 28th. 

The victim sustained grazes and bruising as a result 
of the incident. 

PC Vicky Bailey of Weymouth Police, said: “The vic¬ 


tim was followed by the offenders as he walked along 
the alleyway between the Nothe and Brewers Quay, up 
Rod well Avenue and into Buxton Road. 

“Upon reaching Verne Road, one of the men grabbed 
him by the neck and dragged him into the road de¬ 
manding his wallet. 

“The robbers took £150 in cash and his mobile phone 
was broken during the attack.” 

Two of the offenders were wearing dark coloured 
hooded tops and the third, a green fleecy hooded top. 

PC Bailey continued: “I understand from the victim 
that a number of people walked past him when he was 


being followed by the offenders. 

“I am keen to speak to anyone who may have seen 
the three men at Brewers Quay or in the Wyke Regis 
area. I would also like to speak to anyone who recog¬ 
nises the description of their clothing. 

“I would encourage anyone with information, no mat¬ 
ter how insignificant it may seem, to contact me ur¬ 
gently.”

Residents choose names for 
Olympic road roundabouts 


RESIDENTS have been casting their votes to choose 
names for the new Weymouth Relief Road roundabouts. 

The new road is being constructed as part of the Wey¬ 
mouth transport package ahead of the 2012 Olympic 
Games. 

Votes were submitted online during the two week voting 
period, which closed at midnight on Monday August 
23rd. 

Roundabout A will be called “Jurassic Roundabout”. 
This site is closest to the geological finds which have been 
unearthed during construction and the judging panel felt 
that the most relevant entries for Roundabout A were 
those with a geological reference. 

With more than half of the 590 votes cast Jurassic was 
the clear favourite. The name was put forward by several 
people; local schoolchildren, a member of the relief road 
project team and a county council member of staff. 

Roundabout B will be known as “Bindcombe Bump 
Roundabout” because of its proximity to a series of Iron 
Age barrows (burial mounds), known locally as “bumps”. 
It is also close to the Southdown Ridge and not far from 
Bincombe School. 

Residents voted Bincombe Bump their favourite name; 
with 610 votes it was 430 votes ahead of its nearest rival. 
The name was submitted by children at St Nicholas and 
St Laurence primary school. 

Roundabout C is the only one with a clear sea view and 
the judging panel felt the most relevant entries for this site 
were those with a nautical theme. 

They decided on “Veasta Roundabout”. Veasta is a 
mythical sea monster thought to have been sighted off 
Weymouth on numerous occasions since 1457. Put for¬ 
ward by a council officer, 313 residents agreed that this 
would be a good name for the roundabout. 

The fourth and final Roundabout D is located next to

the RSPB’s nature reserve at Lodmoor. The judging panel 
felt that the area lent itself to a name relating to nature. 

It will be called “Harriers’ Roundabout”. The name was 
another clear favourite to win, with 646 residents voting 
for it. A relief road project worker submitted this name 
after a pair of Marsh Harriers successfully bred near the 
site earlier this year. 

Dorset County Council cabinet member for transport 
Peter Finney said: “There were some really good names 
submitted to the competition and we felt that it was im¬ 
portant to reflect long-standing local themes in the round¬ 


about names. 

“I think we have succeeded in having four roundabouts 
that represent the unique heritage of Weymouth. 

“I’d like to thank everyone who took part in this com¬ 
petition, whether they submitted a name or voted.” 

The advance signing and the roundabout name signs 
will now be ordered and will take around six weeks to be 
made. 

The signs will go up during the last stages of construc¬ 
tion work, just before the road is open, to ensure that they 
don’t get damaged

HORSE owners across Dorset are 
being encouraged to sign up to a 
scheme which will help make them 
less vulnerable to equine crime. 

Horse Watch run by Dorset Police 
works in a similar way to Home 
Watch and Neighbourhood Watch 
schemes where increased vigilance 
and communication helps to reduce 
the chances of becoming a victim of 
crime. 

There are currently over 350 Horse 
Watch members in Dorset with local 
co-ordinators available to support 
and assist all members. 

Information about suspicious inci¬ 
dents, attempted thefts and criminal 
activity is shared so that scheme 
members across the county receive 
descriptions of equine crime suspects 
and criminal techniques that are 


being used. Members are registered 
onto the Force’s community messag¬ 
ing system, where they receive rele¬ 
vant crime prevention advice and 
information. 

The scheme also provides the op¬ 
portunity for its members to mark 
their equine equipment at tack mark¬ 
ing sessions. Marking this valuable 
equipment makes it less likely to be 
stolen by thieves, while ensuring it is 
more likely to be recovered if it is 
stolen. 

Scats Countrystores support the 
scheme and have provided weather¬ 
proof signs for Horse Watch mem¬ 
bers to display on outbuildings which 
show potential thieves that they are 
members of Dorset Police’s Horse 
Watch scheme. 

Police Constable Jane Brittain said: 


“Horse Watch is a great initiative that 
offers security and crime prevention 
advice to horse owners across 
Dorset. 

“Equine crime isn’t just about fi¬ 
nancial loss. The emotional pain suf¬ 
fered when a treasured horse is stolen 
or when equipment is taken can be 
devastating. 

“We also organise tack marking 
sessions so that horse owners can 
mark their equipment and all of our 
members are registered onto the 
Dorset Police community messaging 
system. 

“Anyone interested in joining the 
Horse Watch scheme should visit the 
Watch Schemes page on the Dorset 
Police website where they can fill in 
an electronic expression of interest 
form.”

Tell us all you know', say police on Portland 


POLICE have said that the answer to the ongoing prob¬ 
lem of violent gangs on Portland is simple: “Give us as 
much information as possible.” 

As reported in last week’s View from Weymouth & 
Portland, a recent meeting between residents, police and 
community representatives once again showed the 
strength of feeling about the problem and the negative ef¬ 
fects it is having within the community. 

Following last month’s meeting police promised to tar¬ 
get problem areas, inform the community on issues and 
police robustly, targeting anyone found to be breaking the 
law. 

Portland Safer Neighbourhood Team Sergeant Neil 
Wood said: “It was evident at the meeting that there is 
still concern around safety on Portland but residents also 
showed a great deal of community spirit in terms of tack¬ 
ling the issues. 

“During the meeting, a number of residents asked the 
police what they could do to help us deal with violence 
and anti-social behaviour on Portland. The answer is: 
give us as much information as possible. 

“We need to know about who is committing offences; 
times; and locations, no matter how small or insignificant 
it may seem. Every small piece of information helps us 
to build a picture and a case.” 

Residents expressed confusion over what the Partners 
and Communities Together (PACT) meetings were for 
during the public meeting on August 24th. 

As a result Portland police have promised to engage 
more effectively with the community by reviewing their 
PACT engagement events; ensuring residents are aware 
of how to get involved; and are updated on police activity 
undertaken to address concerns. 

Sergeant Wood said: “There was also some confusion 
about the role of PACT in Portland. PACT is the name 
given, and process used, when community safety service 
providers engage in the community. 

“PACT is a commitment to improving the quality of life 
in communities. 

“Through PACT, local community safety service 
providers identify the issues that matter most to a specific 
community, then prioritise and tackle them.

Business booming at Oxford Court

BUSINESSES are set to 
benefit from the latest 
phase of development in 
Weymouth’s Granby In¬ 
dustrial Estate. 

As demand for commer¬ 
cial premises remains 
strong in the town, DJ 
Property is to unveil busi¬ 
ness and light industrial 
units at its newly ex¬ 
panded Oxford Court. 

The scheme has trans¬ 
formed the derelict 
brownfield site after con¬ 
sultation with environ¬ 
mental experts.

DJ 
Property has invested £3.5 
million in Oxford Court

The first phase of Ox¬ 
ford Court, completed in 
2008, was snapped up fast 
by both local and national 
businesses. 

The new development 
will follow the same tem¬ 


plate with a modem court- 
yard-style layout offering 
flexible, low mainte¬ 
nance, highly-secure busi¬ 
ness units. 

All will have fast-inter¬ 
net access and high occu¬ 
pancy parking facilities.

Despite the rest 
of the country putting ex¬ 
pansion plans on hold, 
this new extension will 
offer more companies the 
space and facilities to cap¬ 
italise on the opportunities 
unfolding in the region 
over the next 18 months.” 
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Traffic diversion for urgent 
sewer repairs on Portland 


WORK to complete urgent repairs on a crum¬ 
bling Victorian sewer is due to start in High 
Street, Portland, in October. 

A CCTV investigation revealed serious de¬ 
fects which, unless dealt with, could cause a fu¬ 
ture sewer collapse. 

Wessex Water critical sewers technician 
Leanne Ford said the pipe had “a whole spec¬ 
trum of problems” including multiple fractures 
and holes. 

She added: “This sewer has deteriorated to a 
point where it requires urgent repairs in order 
to prevent disruption that would occur if it col¬ 
lapsed in the future. 

“Fortunately, despite the multitude of prob¬ 
lems, we can give the sewer a new lease of life 
using a quick pioneering procedure which takes 
just one week.” 

It will cost nearly £300,000 to renovate the 
120-year-old clay sewer as part of Wessex’s 
programme of improvements to nearly four 
miles of sewers in the Weymouth area. 

Work will involve reinforcing the pipe’s 
structure by inserting a liner inside the original

sewer, an innovative technique which cuts 
work from three months to a single week with¬ 
out excations unless absolutely necessary. 

High Street will have to be closed from Mon¬ 
day, October 25 th until Sunday, October 31 st to 
allow repairs. 

A diversion route devised by Dorset County 
Council’s highways department will take mo¬ 
torists along Fortuneswell. 

Miss Ford said: “Due to the sewer’s location 
in the centre of High Street and the narrow 
width of the road, it will not be possible for 
traffic to safely pass while specialist equipment 
is used to complete the essential repairs. 

“We appreciate that this work will cause 
some inconvenience and ask people to be pa¬ 
tient while we work as quickly as possible to 
complete it. 

Engineers are talking to businesses on High 
Street and Fortuneswell to see how they can as¬ 
sist them during the work and residents af¬ 


fected will also be contacted. 

Access will be maintained to High Street for 
residents at all times however the direction of 
this may vary depending on the location of our 
work. 

Wessex has met Portland Town Mayor David 
Thurston and county councillor Les Ames, who 
represents Portland Tophill, to discuss the pro¬ 
posed work. 

Mr Ames said: “We appreciate that Wessex 
Water is improving sewers in the area and 
using a new technique is key to minimising dis¬ 
ruption as it prevents roads from being dug up. 

“It is very necessary to carry out the work to 
ensure sewers are preserved for a further 100 
years. 

“We would appreciate the assistance of local 
people to ensure this work takes place with 
minimal impact.” 

Wessex Water said it had chosen to wait until 
October half term to complete the work when 
fewer motorists would be travelling in the area. 
Any feedback about the planned work from 
local people would be welcome, it added. 


... and more disruption in town 


DRIVERS are having to cope with more dis¬ 
ruption in Weymouth after part of Abbotsbury 
Road became one way for work to replace an 
ageing water main. 

The one-way section is due to operate east- 
bound between Cromwell Road and Westham 
Roundabout while Wessex Water works to re¬ 
place the main over the next 16 weeks. 

The works, which started this week (correct), 
will be carried out in two sections, the first be¬ 
tween Westham Roundabout and Newstead 
Road and the second between Newstead Road 


and Cromwell Road. 

Drivers travelling eastbound towards the 
town centre will be unaffected. People wishing 
to travel westbound towards Chickerell will be 
diverted onto Weymouth Way to Chafey’s 
Roundabout then onto Granby Way, up Radi- 
pole Lane and onto Chickerell Road. 

County road space manager Kevin Cheleda 
said: “We are facing a challenging time in 
Weymouth and Portland at the moment. 

“All work within the highway that will affect 
the Olympic Route Network (ORN) has to be 


finished by July 2011, 12 months before the 
Games, as instructed by the Olympic Delivery 
Authority. 

“We are trying to programme all the utility 
company’s works, as well as the county coun¬ 
cil’s, so that all essential maintenance is fin¬ 
ished in good time on the ORN and main side 
roads used by local residents.”

SOUTH Dorset’s MP felt the 
pressure in Weymouth last 
week when he helped a cente¬ 
narian cut the ribbon to offi¬ 
cially open a town centre 
pharmacy. 

Richard Drax MP, and 103- 
year-old Nora Newbold were 
on hand to a mark the re-open¬ 
ing of Angel’s flagship Cres¬ 
cent Street pharmacy following 
a major refit and refurbishment 
project. 

Alongside fellow customers 
Mr Drax also had his blood 
pressure measured at the phar¬ 
macy’s blood pressure station 
to lend his support Blood Pres¬ 
sure Association’s Know Your 
Numbers Week (September 
13th- 19th). 

Known as the “silent killer”, 
one in three adults in the UK 
has high blood pressure and 
everyday 350 people have a 
preventable stroke or heart at¬ 
tack caused by the condition 

Richard Drax MP, said: “I am 
delighted to have been asked to 
officially open the renovated 
pharmacy in the town. I under¬ 
stand I shall also have my 
blood pressure taken as part of 


a national campaign to high¬ 
light the importance of having 
this health check which can 
prevent a stroke or heart attack. 

“In addition, the branch is 
one of four in the Weymouth 
area and employs a number of 
local people which is some¬ 
thing to be promoted and cele¬ 
brated.” 

The new look pharmacy of¬ 
fers an increased modern and 
light space and has a double 
dispensing workstation to dis¬ 
pense prescriptions faster and 
minimise waiting times. 

The enlarged space provides 
three private consultation 
rooms, giving patients space to 
talk with a pharmacist about 
their health and medicines 
whilst also providing a facility 
for health checks. 

Additionally, there is a range 
of specialist services available, 
such as smoke stop clinics, 
weight management support 
clinics, blood pressure moni¬ 
toring, diabetes awareness, 
cholesterol testing, a free home 
delivery service for house¬ 
bound patients, and a wheel¬ 
chair hire service.

Octoberfest returns to Brewers Quay 


WEYMOUTH’S Brewers Quay 
and the West Dorset branch of the 
Campaign for Real Ale [CAMRA] are 
again coming together to organise the 
highly successful Octoberfest- the 
Weymouth autumn beer festival - on 
the first weekend in October. One or 
two beers will be present from every 
brewery in Dorset, including Wey¬ 
mouth, Gillingham, Bridport, Bland- 
ford, Piddlehinton, Lyme Regis, 
North Chideock and Studland. Over 
50 real ales and ciders will be on tap. 

This could be the last Octoberfest at 
Brewers Quay, as there are plans to 
redevelop the visitor attraction. The 
popular location in Hope Square is 
playing host to the Weymouth Beer 
Festival for the eighth year running. 
CAMRA members will be coming 
from all over the UK and the West 
Country to visit the two day event, on 
Friday, October 1st and and Saturday 
2nd. 

Divided into two sessions each day, 
from 11am to 3pm and from 6pm to 
11pm, admission costs only £2 for ei¬ 
ther lunchtime session and £3 in the 


evenings, which both feature live 
music. Last year all four sessions 
were sold out, so it will be essential 
to buy tickets in advance from West 
Dorset CAMRA online at www.cam- 
rawdorset.org.uk, from The Boot pub 
at Weymouth or the Blue Raddle at 
Dorchester. In addition, Octoberfest 
tickets can be purchased directly from 
Brewers Quay, at the Timewalk of¬ 
fice. The Brewers Quay restaurant 
and teashop, adjoining the beer festi¬ 
val, will be open at all times, with a 
special Octoberfest menu, guaranteed 
to tempt the taste buds and to comple¬ 
ment the good ales. 

Over 50 real ales and ciders will be 
tapped direct from casks, around 20 
from Dorset and the West Country, 
plus 30 from Derbyshire, Notting¬ 
hamshire and South Yorkshire. All 
nine breweries in Dorset will be pro¬ 
viding their real ales- new breweries 
Town Mill at Lyme Regis and the 
Royal Standard in Upwey will be rep¬ 
resented. Town Mill are sending 
Lyme Gold ale and Black Ven porter, 
while the Royal Standard will show 


off their DT3 and DT4 ales for the 
first time. From Gillingham comes 
Gillingham Pale and Elder Samm- a 
pale bitter with a floral aroma of el- 
derflowers- brewed by CAMRA 
member Paul Smith at his Small Paul 
microbrewery- situated in his North 
Dorset garage. Art Brew at North 
Chideock have made a big impression 
in their first year and will produce the 
distinctive Green Hopped Bitter and 
the noted Art MMX barley wine for 
the festival. 

In stark contrast to these relative 
newcomers are the Hall & Wood- 
house brewery at Blandford St. Mary, 
founded in 1777 and Palmer’s 
thatched brewery at Bridport, which 
dates from 1794. Palmers Best Bitter 
will be on the Octoberfest bar, to¬ 
gether with the famously strong Tally 
Ho! which makes a welcome reap¬ 
pearance for winter. Spicy Badger 
Tanglefoot is one of the best selling 
of Dorset real ales made by regional 
leader Hall & Woodhouse, whose 
brand-new brewhouse will open next 
year.

W EYMOUTH endured the wettest Au¬ 
gust this century, with the entire 
monthly average rain falling within 
two days, reports Weymouth weatherman Bob 
Poots. 

The 30-year average rainfall for Weymouth is 
52.2mm, but with 30.4mm falling on Sunday 
22nd and another 23.9mm the following 
Wednesday it pushed August's rainfall up to 
76.8mm -147 per cent up on the norm. 

August sunshine fell well short the 30-year av¬ 
erage with six days completely sunless. The 30 
year August average sunshine is 217 hours 30 
minutes. This August there were 167 hours and 
24 minutes. 

The last time August was this poor in sunshine 
was 1997.There were only three other occasions 
during the last 20 years when less than 200 
hours of sunshine have been recorded in Wey¬ 
mouth in August. 

Winds during the month were very light rarely 
reaching double figures and the highest gust of 
30 mph was recorded on Wednesday 25 th . 

Temperatures were above the monthly aver¬ 
age.

Police warn of cold callers 


DORSET Police and 
Dorset Trading Standards 
are encouraging the public 
to be on their guard - after 
a number of high pressure 
cold calls have been re¬ 
ported to the force. 

Since the end of August 
at least 14 incidents of 
high pressure cold calling 
incidents have been re¬ 
ported to Dorset Police by 
concerned residents. 

These calls have been 
made over the phone as 
well as on residents’ 
doorsteps across the 
county - and have pre¬ 
dominantly targeted peo¬ 
ple over the age of 80. 

Although criminal of¬ 
fences may not have been 
committed during the high 
pressured cold calls, 
Dorset Police and the 
county council’s Trading 


Standards Service are en¬ 
couraging members of the 
public to be on their guard 
to ensure they do not part 
with money or sign up to 
services “on the spot”. 

Inspector Caroline Quill 
is from Dorset Police’s 
Community Engagement 
department. 

She said: “These cold 
callers seem to be target¬ 
ing older members of our 
community who they may 
believe are more likely to 
agree to the supply of serv¬ 
ices or equipment. 

“Some of the services 
appear to be delivered at 
low initial cost, or even no 
cost, but will usually have 
high maintenance charges 
attached to contracts 
which are difficult to spot. 
Be in no doubt - if what is 


offered seems too good to 
be true, it probably is. 

“My advice is simple - 
do not agree to pay for any 
services being offered by a 
cold caller, either over the 
phone or on your doorstep. 

“All reputable traders 
will understand the need 
for customers to think 
about what they are sign¬ 
ing up to and will happily 
give that time without put¬ 
ting pressure on someone 
to sign up there and then. 

“If you do not feel com¬ 
fortable talking to the cold 
caller, simply hang up the 
phone or politely close the 
door to them. 

“Some of the cold calls 
that have been reported to 
us include people trying to 
sell home security prod¬ 
ucts, such as house alarms, 
and people promoting car¬ 


pet cleaning services.” 

Ivan Hancock, Divi¬ 
sional Trading Standards 
Manager for Dorset 
County Council, said: “If 
residents are concerned 
about any of the trading 
practices used, or believe 
they are being misled by 
sales staff, I would urge 
them to call Consumer Di¬ 
rect. 

“As well as getting ad¬ 
vice about where they 
stand, complaints can be 
investigated by the rele¬ 
vant trading standards 
service. Consumer Direct 
is very much our front 
door for complaints. 

“Where more serious 
criminal allegations are in¬ 
volved we will continue to 
work with Dorset Police to 
ensure the most appropri¬ 
ate action is taken.”

Summer holiday seasonal blip 


WEYMOUTH appears to be growing in 
prowess with the three Rs...and I don’t 
mean reading, writing and arithmetic. 

Sadly I’m talking about rain, roadworks 
and rumblings of discontent among holiday¬ 
makers. 

It seems that there is a growing feeling 
among some visitors that they’ve had 
enough, that they want a holiday in this 
country somewhere they don’t feel under 
siege.

They will face similar problems and the 
whole town is keeping its fingers firmly 
crossed that the disruption in Weymouth is 
over in time for the 2011 summer season 
with, hopefully, some proper summer 
weather. 

The question is, will there be visitors 
flocking here in the same numbers or will 
they have chosen to look elsewhere? Hope¬ 
fully they’ll realise that 2010 was just a hol¬ 
iday season blip. 


Communities should nurture their churches 


RELIGION is not a subject for the faint 
hearted. 

At a time when churches are in the news for 
all the wrong reasons such as lead being 
stripped from their roofs by thieves, debate 
suggests that they may not enjoy the support 
that they had say 50 years ago. 

But to write religion off as a spent force is 
both dangerous and inaccurate. 

In recent months I’ve had cause as part of 
my work to be in a variety of local churches 
during the day outside standard service times. 


It would be reasonable to assume that those 
places of worship would therefore be empty 
except perhaps for the occasional curious 
tourist searching for a bit of local history and 
culture, but that was not the case. 

Every site I visited from town centre ven¬ 
ues to churches on the edge of the country¬ 
side, regardless of the time of day I was 
there, had at least one person sat quietly in a 
pew either praying or deep in thought. 

All these people were there at what might 
be termed the “shoulder” periods of the day, 


those when no service was taking place. 

Clergy I know assure me that congrega¬ 
tions are generally strong and, in some cases, 
actually growing so perhaps communities 
should nurture their churches a bit more and 
help keep God’s roof watertight by watching 
out for lead raiders. 

People might not want to go inside but 
clearly a lot still do and, when all is said and 
done, churches and religion still play an im¬ 
portant role in communities everywhere.

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Leftfield: Party 
like it's 1995! 


BACK in the mid-Nineties, Leftfield were one of the hottest dance acts 
around. Their fusion of house, dub and reggae earned them a massive fol¬ 
lowing, of which many - including myself - weren't normally attracted to 
the dance scene. 

Prior to this summer, Leftfield hadn't played a show for around ten years, 
but this festival season the founding member of the duo, Neil Barnes, de¬ 
cided to resurrect the name and hit the road. 

Although his original partner Paul Daley decided to sit the shows out - 
preferring to concentrate on his remixing work and a new solo record - 
the dates clearly had his blessing. 

Kicking off at Rockness in June, the new live line-up played a number of 
festivals in the build up to the weekend before last's London Electronic 
Dance Festival - a new two-day event in the capital's Victoria Park - of 
which Leftfield were headlining the second night. 

Although there was a spot of rain during Friendly Fires'set, the weather 
held off for most of the day despite the often ominous presense of nasty 
looking clouds. The event had two stages and, while penultimate act Gold- 
frapp pulled in a big audience (despite the fact AphexTwin were playing 
in the big tent), by the time the headliners appeared the eyes of everyone 
in the park were set on the main stage. 

The average pop fan might not know the name but they've been part of 
popular culture for some time; whether it's soundtracking Nineties classic 
Trainspotting or"that"Guinness advert with the horses, you might not have 
heard of them, but you've certainly heard them. 

The set was dominated by tracks from the more influential of Leftfield's 
two studio albums, 1995's Leftism. And although they might be "half the 
band they once were," the absence of Paul Daley is made up for with the 
presence of a number of vocalists from the original LP. 

The sound system had sounded a little weak earlier in the day but Left¬ 
field made the bass roar; at times it felt as if the park was literally shaking! 

Their festival shows this summer have spurred Barnes into a Leftfield UK 
tour later this year (including dates in Bournemouth on November 26th, 
Plymouth on November 27th and Bristol on December 2nd). 

Neil will be joined by original vocalists Djum Djum, Earl 16 and Cheshire 
Cat, so if you didn't catch them over the summer months, don't miss out 
on what is a must-see show for dance fan. Just don't forget your ear plugs!

STIG OFF | TOP Gear presenter James May says The Stig will be killed off and 
replaced with a new driver following the recent controversy over Ben Collins' 
attempts to publish his own book. 

But the presenter, dubbed Captain Slow, said that he and fellow presenters 
Richard Hammond and Jeremy Clarkson would give the iconic character a hu¬ 
miliating beating first. The tongue in cheek jibe has come after Ben Collins' un¬ 
masking as The Stig following his legal victory over the BBC, which will allow 
the driver to tell his story about the role. 

There's little doubt the driver will be ousted from the show, and James, 47, 
said The Stig will be retired in the same manner as his predecessor, The Black 
Stig, who was played by racing driver Perry McCarthy.That character exited the 
show by driving off a cliff in 2003. 

Top Gear returns for its 16th series later this year and May explained producer 
Andy Wilman was furious with Ben, 35, for writing a book about his show ad¬ 
ventures. 

He said: "There was black-overalls Stig, who had to be dealt with by Andy. And 
then we got white-overalls Stig, who will be dealt with. We start some filming 
next week. 

"We've had some thoughts - driving to The Stig's house and nailing his head 
to the table was one. And getting our overalls back because they're not his. And 
those stupid, poncy shoes he wears. They're ours. And the gloves," May added. 

Collins was axed from the show on Wednesday after the BBC's failed High 
Court battle against HarperCollins, who will publish The Man In The White Suit 
in two weeks.
